4. Claim 1-6, 1 1-12, 17, 19-23, 27, 29, 42-43, 49-50, 52, 56-58, and 67-68 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
While Ball et al. discloses a method of generating behavior for an object under the 

control of a behavioral controller comprising a framework of nodes, at least one node arranged to 
assign a global framework parameter value, receiving input associated with one or more 
behavioral actions, inferring for a plurality of behavioral nodes in said framework, a behavioral 
parameter value from said input in accordance with said behavioral framework, mapping said 
global parameter values in a forwards direction through each node of said framework, deriving 
output from the inferred plurality of behavioral parameter values for behavioral output nodes of 
the behavioral framework, and generating equivalent behavior by the object using the derived 
output, 

nor the prior art of record discloses a method for of generating behavior for an object 
under the control of a behavioral controller, including: 

(Claim 1) " at least one node being arranged to map its input to provide output to other 
nodes in both a forwards and backwards direction through said framework of nodes". 
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(Claim 42) "at least one node being arranged to map its input to provide output to other 
nodes in both a forwards and backwards direction through said framework of nodes", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 

It is for these reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
